Voted that the sum of $55,500 is ihe order until the school department 


hereby appropriated from the general 
treasury and placed to tho credit of 
the following: appropriations:

The 


purpose of this order is to enable the 
city of Lowell to make provision for 
the maintenance of its public depart- 
ments, and this order is of urgent 
necessity for the immediate preserva- 
tion of the public peace, health

The above order was introduced at 


this morning's meeting of the munici- 
pal council by Commissioner 
Brown, 


hut after some opposition on the part 
of Commissioners Warnock and Morse 
to the items for the school department, 
the matter was laid over for a week.

who filed the order,- 
provision 
was 


made for increases of 70 cents a day 
for the firemen 
and 
policemen 
and 


about ?100 a year for 
every 
public 


school teacher of the city. 


After the order was presented Mr, 


Morse asked the mayor if this will be 
final with, the school depatment or 
will they have.another crack at it later 
on. 


Mr. Brown replied that the 
order 


was presented in order to keep the 
schools of the city up to the standard 
and tha,t accordingly it would be nec- 
essary to increase the teachers' wages, 
for they are being underpaid.

winning the war future results will 
justify the act 


Germany has us slated for a much 


heavier contribution by way of indem- 
nities, in case of a victory over the 
allies, but even bringing the conflict 
to our doors or shores, via the Unter- 
seebooten does not cause the average, 
norrnal citizen any loss of sleep. He 
is not dodging the German tax collec- 
tor yet, even in his dreams. 


An army of 5,000,000 men. with the 


non-combatant forces attendant, an 
increased navy and a restored mer- 
cantile marine will put 7,000,000 of our 
best blood, brawn and brain—in train- 
ing. Each year the coming Slers will 
approximate a million, who are to be 
taught how to become men. first, and 
soldiers if necessary. The Boy Scout 
army will soon go over the million 
mark. The "work or fight" propa- 
ganda will make habitual workers of 
habitual shirkers. 


National efficiency, 
capacity 
and 


energy will be more than doubled. 


If 
the war lasts two more years, 


or the reconstruction period keep our 
forces actively employed for that pe- 
riod, we shall have recovered from the 
laxness bred by two generations of a 
too proseprous people. 


Some millions of those who are to 


father the coming generation will have 
first hand knowledge of many peoples. 
Prejudices born of a thousand fool no- 
tions concerning the real 
character 


of the French, British, Italian and a 
dozen other nationalities, with whose 
sons they will fight shoulder to shoul- 
der, will disappear. The viewpoint in 
life will be altered for every man who 
wears the khaki. 


He will become disillusioned as to 


German kultur and learn that con- 
Quest, world domination 
for 
selfish 


ends is all that actuates the brutal 
rulers of the Teuton 
legions. They 


alone are fighting for self, while the 
allies are fighting for right and eg.ua! 
justice—* world democracy. 


A soldier cannot remain self-cen- 


tered; he becomes considerate for oth- 
ers in spite of himself; on the battle 
line he sees men as good as himself— 
or better. The army is a regular sui- 
cide club for conceit and egotism. 


The man who comes back safe and 


unscathed will never cease to wonder 
at the miracle, when he 
remembers 


the carnage and slaughter from which 
he emerged. His life will mean infin- 
itely more to him. 


The developing force of the sort of 


training our men and officers are un- 
dergoing cannot now be 
estimated. 


Life for these millions of evolved men 
will necessarily be more serious, their 
activities more intensive. 


The earnings and saving capacity of 


the nation will be doubled, 
if 
not 


quadrupled. It took France less than 
a decade to recoup the losses of ma- 
terial wealth after the war of 1S70-1 
and a matter of two decades should 
see America 
more 
powerful, 
more 


wealthy and progressive on right lines 
than was possible had we not en- 
tered the war. 


This 
will 
indeed be the United 


States of America and not an aggre- 
gation of states in competition with 
each other, squabbling over the pork 
barrel of legislation. 


We shall emerge from this sea of 


horror and strife a cleaner, stronger, 
more worthy people and those g'lorious 
martyrs who gave their lives for the 
cause of humanity will not have made 
the supreme sacrifice in vain. 


A world reorganized on peaceful and 


beneficent 
lines 
will 
never 
cease 


chanting its gratitude t,o the Ameri- 
can nation that turned the tide of de- 
feat to victory. 


SELECTION OF JUDGES 


The constitutional convention acted 


wisely in voting against the election 
of judges by the people. The 
vote 


•was carried by such a sweeping ma- 
jority, practically four to one, that it 
indicated the conservative sentiment 
of the convention. 


The election of judges by the people 


is one of the modern fads of govern- 
ment of the same class as some o£ 
the commission forms of city charter. 
It is in a measure related to '.ho re- 
call of judges, a proposition that has 
little to commend it over the provision 
already made for the impeachment of 
judges when such a course is neces- 
sary. 


The arguments in favor of the elec- 


tior. by the people are based largely 
on the charge that judges are ap- 
pointed on partisan grounds, republi- 
can governors appointing chicfiy re- 
publicans and democratic governors 
similarly making selections from the 
lawyers in their own party. This rule 
has not been strictly followed by nil 
the chief executives, but each selected 
a considerable majority from his own 
political party. 


It might be stated that this does 


not justify any charge against the 
judiciary for the reason that whether 
a judgo is a democrat or a republican 
does not influence him in his judicial 
decisions. The Massachusetts 
judici- 


ary stands high in comparison with 
that of states In which judges are 
elected by the people. Tho judgo so 
elected la seldom Indifferent to popular 
ncclnlm, and it requires n man of stern 
chamclui1 «ud "cl.iHty to duty to dis- 
regard wholly the affect of hln deci- 
sions upon public opinion nnd upon 
his chances of ro-eleotlon. Under tho 
eommlislon form of city government, 


we see the baneful effect of commis- 
sioners catering to the electorate in or- 
der to perpetuate themselves in office, 
rather than discharging their official 
duty for the best interests of the city. 


Whether the judges are republican 


or democratic we feel that they aro 
all competent and faithful in the ful- 
fillment of their important functions. 
So far as the election of judges would 
go in JIassachusetts it might result in 
a greater preponderance from one po- 
litical party than would be the case 
under the appointing system. The re- 
publican majority would voto for re- 
publican candidates with the result 
that few of any other party would be 
chosen. Thus it appears that so far 
as filling the offices is concerned, those 
who favor election by the people to 
avoid partisanship would not attain 
their end. The governor of the state 
of Massachusetts is usually a man 
who can judge of the qualifications 
and fitness of a candidate for the ju- 
diciary to a far greater extent than 
can the general mass of the voters, 
a large proportion of whom would vote 
for any candidate who has the pull to 
secure the nomination of his party. 
He may appoint republicans, tut they 
will be well qualified for 
the 
office. 


When the governor happens to be a 
democrat, he is expected to follow the 
example of his republican predecessors 
and show a preference for competent 
men of his own party. While election 


the people is usually desirable in 


democratic 
government, 
the 
high 


standard of our judiciary can best be 
maintained by the present system. 


AS TO U-BOAT BASES 


The announcement that the German 


submarines operating on this side the 
Atlantic have a base in Venezuela maj- 
or may not be true. It may be a Ger- 
man report to put the officials of the 
navy on the wrong track. It has a 
degree of plausibility about it as have 
all the well planned German lies. The 
report has it that certain Venezuelan 
newspapers that favored 
the 
Allies 


lave been suppressed. It is under- 
stood that the story of submarine 
bases being located on the shores of 
that state, comes from the publisher 
of one of the suppressed papers. 
Whether it is based upon mere sus- 
picion or tangible evidence is not yet 
known; but this is something that is 
to be thoroughly sifted by the United 
States government even at the risk of 
finding that it is all a hoax. 


It is one of the disagreeable things 


the government detectives have to do 
.0 run down rumors; and where Ger- 
man spies are abroad, 
the 
rumors 


come thick1 and fast. 


In view of our 
friendly 
relations 


with Venezuela, we do not see why the 
•overnment should sympathize with 
Germany as against the United States 
and our allies unless it be that the 
officials have a feeling against Eng- 
and on account of the British-Guiana 
dispute which was settled in 1896. 


The people of Venezuela are said to 


;ave only the most friendly feelings 
for the United States and an intense 
Hatred of Germany. But there is no 
telling what German intrigue may do. 


RAID ON AMERICAN TRENCHES 


The German raid at Xivray by 600 


shock German troops was 
repulsed 


after a hand to hand fight of two 
lours. The men were picked to pun- 
sh the Americans for the blow in- 
licted upon the enemy at Chateau- 
Thierry, but although they got into 
the front trenches in a, dash they were 
soon forced to retreat, leaving a con- 
siderable number of dead and six pris- 
oners.

capture some of the Americans, but 
they failed. 
They may have been 


testing the lighting qualities of our 
troops at short range. They learned 
that the despised Yankees can fight 
n any kind of battle.

These facts became known yesterday 


in connection with the return to Amer- 
ica of Mrs. Busch, who has been liv- 
ing In Germany for several years, or 
practically since the death of her hus- 
band. 
Worth Many Millions 


The government has not yet apprais- 


ed the property, which consists largely 
of breweries in St. Louis and other 
cities, stocks and bonds and real estate 
in New York, but it is generally be- 
lieved to be worth many millions of 
dollars. 


Alien Property Custodian Palmer 


announced yesterday that the seizure 
of the estate was made some months 
ago, and that the Union Trust com- 
pany of St. Louis had been named as 
depositary, and has been operating the 
property for the government. 


Under the law, which permits 
the 


government to seize the property in 


Germany, title to the entire estate has 
reverted to, the government and, unless 
the attorney-general rules otherwise, 
it will be held subject to such dis- 
position as the government may choose 
to make of it. 
Insists She is Loyal to U, S. 


Mrs. Busch, who is 74 years of age, 


will be in Havana over Sunday on her 
way to the United States from Ger- 
many through Switzerland and Spain. 
She is accompanied by her attorney. 
Harry D. Hawes, who went to Swit- 
zerland to confer with her 
several 


months ago. It is understood 
that 


Mrs. Busch plans upon her arrival in 
this country to call at the state de- 
partment of justice in an effort to re- 
gain custody of her estate. 


It is understood Mrs. Busch will 


insist that she is a loyal citizen of the 
United States, who did not forfeit her 
citizenship by reason of her residence 
in Germany since her husband's death. 


Mr, Hawes, in a recent statement, 


denied that Mrs. Busch had contribut- 
ed a large sum to the German hospital 
service, and said that her four children 
in this country had indicated the loy- 
alty of the family by making large 
contributions to the American Red 
Cross and heavy subscriptions to the 
Liberty Loan. 


IS HELD IN 


LONDON, June IS.—Harrowing de 


tails of the destruction of one of the 
largest and more recently constructed 
German submarines are given in a de- 
spatch from a neutral correspondent 
This submarine was one of the last 
to leave 2eebrugge before the entrance 
to the harbor was blocked by British 
forces on April 24. 


The U-boat struck a mine and out 


of the crew o£ 40 only two survived on 
reaching the surface after a terrible 
struggle with death for an hour and 
a half, 20 fathoms below the surface. 
Some' of the crew . committed suicide. 
having lost all hope of leaving the 
boat alive. 


The only chance of escaping: was to 


force open the conning tower and the 
forward hatches and trust to the com- 
pression of air in one part of the ves- 
sel to force each man like a torpedo 
to the surface. 
The air pressure in 


the submarine had become so high 
that the great majority of the men 
could not keep their mouths closed. 


The compressed air shot them to tho 


surface and hardly had they reached 
the sea level when the pressure burst 
their lungs and about 20 of them sank 
like stones. 
The survivors described 


the yells of the men when the end 
came as the most horrible noise they 
hud ever heard.

tention of the board by Joseph Gillian 
of Worcester, who manages to pick up 
about $35 each week by washing win- 
dows at 
eighteen 
cents per. Last 


November, while washing tho windows 
of an industrial establishment in Wor- 
cester, and resting his weight on a 
barrel, he Cell through and one of his 
feet was so badly burned by sulphuric 
acid that he was confined to his home 
for seven or eight weeks. 


He claimed that, the Insurance com7 
pany which carried tho accident risk 
of the firm whose windoSvs he, was 
washing should pay him the benefits 
provided in the law, hut Mr. Chester 


E. Gleason of the accident board has 
ruled that "The claimant took con- 
tracts for window washing upon an 
agreed price, from various 
corpora- 


tions and persons, in this instance at 
eighteen cents per window, and was 
not under the control of the owner of 
the windows as to the manner or 
method of performing the work of win- 
dow washing. 
The sole conditions 


made by the owner as a condition of 
payment of the contract price was that 
the work should be done satisfactorily. 
This does not make out a contract of 
hire, in the usual course of business 
of the owner." .

German submarine was destroyed by 
an American submarine off the Vir- 
ginia coast several days ago, according 
to a report brought here today by 
passengers aboard an American steam- 
ship. The crew of che U-boat perish- 
ed, according to the report. 


Officers of the vessel claimed to have 


been told the story of the combat by 
members of the American submarine's 
crew. 


The American liner had put into the 


month of Chesapeake Bay for shelter 
in response to warnings and anchored 
near an American submarine, officers 
of the vessel stated. An interchange 
of wireless messages followed, in which 
the submarine crew is reported 
to 


have told of its victory. The U-boat 
was sighted while the American craft 
was patrolling with only her periscope 
visible, according to the story. When 
within range a torpedo wras released 
and 20 seconds later microphones re- 
corded a terrific explosion. Rising to 
tho surface, the American submarine 
circled about on the lookout for sur- 
vivors, but oil coming to the surface 
was the only trace found of the van- 
quished raider, according to the story. 


Report Not Confirmed 


WASHINGTON, June IS.—No word

although an indispensable preliminary 


the defeat of the German aspirations 
dominate Europe, said George -S 
r. 


Barnes, member of the British 
war 


cabinet, speaking at Dartford on his 
proposed conference of the allies for 
the purpose of inaugurating such a 
league. 


He said that a. beginning should be 


made before the war ended because ;n 
ihe first rush of pr:ace the world would 
fail to make provision for the preven- 
tion of other wars. 
The league, -n 


his opinion, should call \ipon all pow- 
ers to submit their disputes to :he 
tribunal to use the economic boycott, 
and as a last resort to bring interna- 
tional force against any power break- 
ing the peace in the future. 
The in- 


clusion of Germany should later be in- 
sisted upon. The agreement, he said, 
should be a common, defensive treaty 
for arbitration and for pooling the re- 
sources of the allies for the recon- 
struction period after the war. 


The reduction of armament and the 


elimination of private profits in their 
manufacture were advocated by Mr. 
Barnes.

years' stay in Moscow, where he was 
manager of the Russian branch of a 
subsidiary 
of the Standard Oil 
com- 


pany- 
On 
his 
homeward 
journey, 


which covered 1S.OOO miles, he made a 
three weeks* tour of Japan and spent 
six weeks visiting the principal cities 
of China. 
He believes the allies will 


receive no aggressive assistance from 
those countries. 


The revolution which led to the de- 


feat of the Kerensky administration 
•was 
especially 
severe . in 
Moscow, 


where 3000 persons were killed 
dur- 


ing- the 10 days' disturbances. It was 
during this critical period 
that Mr. 


Richardson received orders from his 
company to return to America. Joined 
by his wife and little child, who had 
spent most of .the preceding year in 
Norway, he departed from Moscow in 
January. 


"When we left," said Mr. Richard- 


son to a reporter, "the 
country was in 


a state of absolute anarchy. 
All in- 


dustry was at a standstill, banks were 
either closed or paying only a small 
monthly sum on 
every 
current ac- 


count, and the transportation systems 
were practically disorganized. 


"There was practically no clothing 


or footwear, and where such could be 
obtained the -cost was prohibitive for 
most of the 
inhabitants. 
A suit of 


ordinary clothes 
cost from $100 
to 


?125, and shoes cost from $30 to $40 
a pair. 
Food 
was 
correspondingly 


scarce. 


"Taking all of our personal effects 


and what food we could conveniently 
carry, we left Moscow January

of us crowded into a compartment in- 
tended for two- 
The trip from 
Mos- 


cow to Petrograd occupied 
i'4 hours. 


No food was available, The cars were 
in darkness, and there was not even 
drinking- water on board. 


"We traveled by express after leav- 


ing Petrograd, 
but the steam pipes 


had frozen, and with the temperature 
four below zero we slept in all our 
clothes and even wore 
our fur caps. 


We were transferred from the heat- 
less coach to a car filthy beyond de- 
scription, 
and with no sleeping ac- 


commodations.. 
We traveled the next 


lit. days without disrobing."

ders with him, one for the appropriation 
of $55,500, and the other instructing the 
assessors to raise by taxation whatever 
"mount would have been voted on the 
first order, but lie deemed it advisable 
to have the appropriation voted first in 
order to determine just how much the 
assessors would be instructed to raise 
by taxation, but he said nothing of the 
last order, and the point was raised by 
Commissioner Warnock. who argued 
that if there is no money in the general 
treasury, the council cannot appropri- 
ate. 


3Ir. WarnocU in conversation with 


the reporters at the close of the meet- 
ing said he knew the order was not 
legal, but he did 
not 
say 
anything 


about it at the meeting because he di'i 
not want to get into any argument. 
and then again he felt that anyone fa- 
miliar with municipal 
affairs would 


know that such an order could not be 
passed. In concluding, he said the first 
step would be to present an order in- 
structing the assessors to raise by tax- 
ation a certain amount and after that 
was adopted another order calling for 
an appropriation from the

MOAT 
GREW 


LONDON, June IS.—Harrowing de- 


tails of the destruction of one of the 
largest and more recently constructed 
German submarines are given in a de- 
spatch from a neutral correspondent. 
This submarine was one of the last 
to leave Zeebrugge before the entrance 
to the harbor was blocked by British 
forces on April 24. 


The U-boat struck a mine and out 


of the crew of 40 only two survived on 
reaching the surface after a terrible 
struggle with death for an hour anc 
a. half, 20 fathoms below the surface 
Some of the crew committed suicide 
having- lost all hope of leaving the 
hoat alive. 


The only chance of escaping' was to 


force open the conning' tower and the 
forward hatches and trust to the com- 
pression of air in one part of the ves- 
sel to force each man like a torpedo 
to the surface. 
The air pressure in 


the submarine had become so high 
that the great majority of the men 
could not keep their mouths closed. 


The compressed air shot them to the 


surface and hardly had they reached 
the sea level when the pressure burst 
their lungs and about 20 of them sank 
like stones. The survivors described 
the yells of the men when the end 
cariie as the most horrible noise they 
had ever heard. 


The attention of a British trawler 


was attracted and it hastened to th« 
rescue. The condition of the survivors 
showed that their experience in the 
submarine had been of

•war mysteries which have held Thom- 
as A. Edison a virtual prisoner in his 
laboratories at Orange, N. J., were 
dragged into the light yesterday and 
stripped of their secrecy for the de- 
light of the Blue Devils 
of 
France. 


•who journeyed to the inventor's plant 
and spent half a day as the guests of 
Mr. Edsion and his family. For more 
than three hours during the afternoon 
the famous chasseurs rambled at will 
through the 
Edison 
plants, 
which 


have been tarred for months to all 
tut those employed in them and out 
of which are being turned daily large 
supplies of batteries and other equip- 
ment for the American airplanes that 
eoon will be pointed toward the Boche 
battlelines. 
The French fighters apparently en- 


joyed every minute of their stay at 
the Edison plant. 
The inventor quit 
his laboratory as soon as they arrived 
in town and spent the rest of the 
day seeing that they missed nothing 
In their tour of the place. 
After he 


had shaken hands with each of 
the 


devils Mr. Edison climbed up to 
a 
point of vantage in one of the work- 
shops and gave them 
a phonograph 


similar in model to those that now 
are being supplied to the 
units of 


the American army and navy. 
With 
the phonograph went a large package 
of records, and the inventor saw to it 
that most of the discs would 
repro- 


duce patriotic songs, both in English 
and French. 
7000 Workers In. Parade 


A short street 
parade in which 


inarched the 7000 workers in the Edi- 
son plant preceded the other festivi- 
ties. The marching body was led by 
the Edison workers' band, which pro- 
vided* the music also for an open air 
meeting 
at 
wbich 
workers 
and 


Frenchmen cheered wildly the playing 
of "The Star Spangled 
Banner" and 


the "Marseillaise." 
Individually the 


Blue Devils were introduced to 
the 


big crowd of workers and townsfolk. 


When the meeting was concluded the 


French fighters were placed in auto- 
mobiles driven by young women of the 
National League for Women's Service 
and whirled up the mountain side to 
the Edison home, where they were en- 
tertained at luncheon. The luncheon 
•was served on the lawn, with a com- 
pany of motion picture operators shoot- 
ing at the "diners during most of the 
time the meal was being served. It 
was after the luncheon that the Blue 
Devils were escorted through the Edi- 
son works and had explained to them 
all but the most important of the se- 
crets regarding the batteries and oth- 
er production worked out by Mr. Ec"i- 
Eon. 
Work Is Called Vital 


"I was amazed to learn," said Sergt. 


Paul Albert Servet, one of the Devils, 
at the workshop meeting, "that 2500 
strikes hampered American industries 
in the first six months of the war. 
Your work here is vital and no time 
must be lost in production. The sol- 
diers in the trenches are fitrhtinK for 
vou, and your job is as noble as the 
soldiers'. All your labor, is absolutely 
needed by the boys at the front. 
As 


the aircraft is the eye of the army. 
so your work is the optic nerve that 
provides sight, antl the commanders 
may save many thousands of lives by 
use of the batteries you ore. making. 
We know the lovo 
of 
America for 


France, but you cannot realize how- 
great is the love of France for Ameri- 
ca."

NEW YORK. June IS.—A survey of 


the food situation in Germany, Aus- 
tria-Hungary. Bulgaria 
and 
Turkey 


during 1917 has just been published 


Bulletin 242 by' the bureau of la- 


bor statistics of the United States de- 
partment of labor. 
This survey is 


based exslusively on laws, decrees, or- 
ders, utterances of public officials and 


•ic bodies of the countries covered, 


and no comments of the daily press 
and leading economic and trade jour- 
nals of these countries. 


In general, the survey shows that 


Turkey is actually starving because 
of the corruption of her own officials 
and the greed of Germany; that Ger- 
many and Austria are not starving, 
but are having a very hard struggle 
to feed themselves; that Hungary is 
in better shape than either Germany or 
Austria, and that Bulgaria, so far as 
food is concerned, is suffering 
the 


least of all the countries covered. 


The survey also shows Germany has 


failed by a wide margin to live up 
to her reputation of efficiency in her 
attempts at food administration, hav- 
ing been obliged to reverse her pol- 
icies in an effort to remedy in part the 
fatal results of official blunders. 


It shows conclusively that the civil 


populations of Germany and Austria 
are suffering- permanent physical de- 
terioration from lack of proper food. 
that the death rate from tuberculosis 
is rapidly increasing, that growing 
boys and girls are not getting half 
the nourishment they should have, and 
that manual laborers are being under- 
fed to about the same extent. 
Politically, the most interesting thing 


revealed by the survey is the fact that 
the traditional hatred between the two 
parts of the dual monarchy, Austria- 
Hungary, has been manifesting itself 
in the refusal of Hungary to share her 
comparative abundance with Austria, 
and in the official and public resent- 
ment of that fact 
try.Profiteering, greed,
